Ho refii.'sr'l 
lo aoropt tlio iKipular tliosls tlial the 
Ucilmnn If not dead already. Is doom- 
ed. iNol ho creld vehemently, not tm- 
less we arc blind enough to bcllevo sot 
Quite bluntly he says "The only way 
n, man or a nation can aurvlvo Is by 
re.<i)M-cllnR It.-.elf. If it rcsi)ccts It-self 
It v;lll find all oixleal.s efl,sy, 'Ilm 
oountei-part of that Is tlie disaster of 
this country." How strongly each senl- 
cncc breathes absolulo conviction! 

Tall, anaemic, and lnnleni-Jaue<I, 
bVMkIrk stolidly carried on his work. 
'Hie iwllce nt IX-tc Jaime (In tiiiUi 
thcra was but one constable) used to 
tlic woi's of bot4in:cal or aoclologlcal 
factors, never for a moment susiwctcd 
what was really hapiKnIng, As for 
tho Indians, their faflos never changed 
in s3iir phlegmatic expression from 
day to day. Yet Miorc wb.ï a great 
folly simmering, 

V.'hcn the winter bsg.m lo wane Sc3- 
l:lrk carried his surveys farther afield. 
Ho began to sway Uio Indians; he 
could speak tlKlr language with as- 
tonishing facility; tljey knew, almost 
iivtlnctlvely, tlicrc was somsthlng In 
liltu, some guiding principle, tliat was 
very necj the few laws they held. They 
knew he was Just. ,And, above everj"- 
thlng else, he understood them. "Dirty 
so-and-sos" the constable wuld comc- 
llmes say of him, in respect to the 
Indloiis, and then Sellilrk would 
XtOMi furiously and reply with cold 
Intent: "They have the qualities of 
men more than some of us," and the 
cotistable would srunt, and move about 
his work. 

By the summer, S<;lkirk had formed 
a loose Indian federation that e^cn 
the Tete Jaune cDitstable could not 
help but be aware of, for all his un- 
concern, though the latter's only com- 
ment was "Someday you will be hav- 
ing these red-skliinwl b giving us 

trouble." It wa-s a prophetic , .state- 
ment made unintentionally, but one 
that Selkirk carefully Jioted hi his 
diary. ' 

Summer in Tcto Jaune brought a 
delightful halcyon releose from the 
ardours of the climate, and the bright 
Arctic flower.s, stunted but colourful, 
were a coiwtant plca.suro to Selkirk. In 
'A'hoso life there was not mucli oUier 
Joy. nio Indians, too, were In a devil- 
may-caro mcod. Selkirk worked 
amongst them unceasingly, and he 
knew Ills liilwiira wore abaiit to be re- 
warded. At la-st, wl-en the short 
fiummur had Huddenij fled, he wi»te 
tt, second report, tltat now rests In tlie 
Dominion Arcnlvca, a precious Jtem. 
U told of the conning revolt, lite mall 
jlilp took tlio letter on Its last trip 
from d',\^Ti-rlver in the Hay, and the 
deed was done. . Selkirk waited for 
the first sno?/ and tlien left 'l'été 
Jaune, 'llw only way for the Indians 
to sain iheir end, Its pefcelwd, was 
not by senscleui slaughter, but by u 
strong demand for iwUtlcal liberty 
This tlia Indians ml/iiiitcrpruted— who 
can blame them? All their history 
tells of one t,yi)c of protest, and one 
only, Just liefore the winter blleicards 
came, tho crisis occurred.

There Is no nee<l lo go 
Into them. Everyone recalls Uie cx-
